Sulphur  Control. — The  Minister  of  Supply 
las  issued  the  Control  of  Sulphur  (No.  i) 
Drder,  1941,  operative  from  November  18, 
ixing  maximum  prices  for  sulphur  ground 
rom  crude  sulphur.  The  order  covers  all 
lales  of  not  less  than  2  cwt.  gross  weight. 

Control  of  Bichromates.— The  Minister  of 
Supply  has  made  the  Control  of  Bichrom- 
ates (No.  i)  Order,  1941,  which  came  into 
orce  on  November  19,  controlling  the 
prices  of  commercial  sodium  and  potassium 
bichromates  in  quantities  of  not  less  than 

cwt.  Copies  of  the  Order  (S.R.  &  O., 
941,  No.  1818)  may  be  obtained  from 
a.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id. 

War  Risks  Insurance. — The  Board  of 
Trade  has,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Treasury,  decided  that,  in  respect  of  the 
period  beginning  December  3,  1941,  and 
inding  March  2,  1942,  the  rate  of  premium 
bayable  under  any  policy  of  insurance 
ssued  under  the  Commodity  Insurance 
Scheme  shall  continue  to  be  at  the  rate  of 
7s.  6d.  per  cent,  per  month. 


Limitation  of  Supplies. — The  Board  of 
Trade  has  issued  a  general  licence  (S.R. 
&  O.,  1788)  permitting  the  unrestricted 
supply  of  plain  black  combs  made  of 
moulded  plastic  materials.  Deodorants, 
which  are  defined  as  being  clear  liquid 
preparations  containing  an  aluminium  salt 
in  solution,  prepared  and  sold  solely  for  use 
for  personal  hygiene,  may,  under  a  general 
licence  (S.R.  &  O.,  No.  1807)  be  supplied 
outside  quota  by  registered  manufacturers 
who  hold  a  Board  of  Trade  nucleus  certi- 
ficate. 

Purchase  Tax. — The  following  decisions 
regarding  the  liability  to  tax  of  certain 
articles  are  published  as  supplementary  to 
those  already  given  in  Notices  Nos.  78 
and  78A.  Class  18. — In  future  hard  soap 
of  any  proprietary  brand  or  description 
which  is  held  out  either  by  marking,  label 
or  advertising  to  be  suitable  for  toilet  use, 
and  which  is  not  described  and  sold  as  a 
household  soap,  will  be  chargeable  with  tax. 
A  branded  hard  soap  which  is  described 
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and  sold  as  a  household  soap  (e.g.  if  the 
word  "household"  is  stamped  on  the  soap 
or  label  and  if  the  soap  is  so  described  in 
advertisements)  will  not  be  regarded  as 
chargeable  merely  because  it  is  claimed  to 
be  suitable  also  for  toilet  use. 

Import  Duties  Exemptions. — The  Import 
Duties  (Exemptions)  (No.  4)  Order,  1941, 
which  came  into  operation  on  November 
19,  exempts  certain  goods  from  Section  i 
of  the  Import  Duties  Act,  1932,  and  conse- 
quential amendments.  The  list  of  goods 
exempted  from  the  general  ad  valorem  duty 
includes  a  range  of  chemicals. 

Standard  Dusting  Powder  for  Babies. — 

The  Board  of  Trade,  in  consultation  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  has  now  agreed  to 
license  manufacturers  of  toilet  preparations 
to  supply  dusting  powder  for  babies,  made 
to  a  special  formula,  additional  to  the 
quota  imposed  by  the  Limitation  of  Supplies 
(Toilet  Preparations)  (No.  2)  Order,  1941. 
Baby-dusting  powder  to  be  supplied  in 
this  way  must  be  called  "Baby  Powder" 
without  the  addition  of  any  other  words, 
and  may  be  re-sold  only  in  the  original 
containers  as  packed  by  the  manufacturers. 
It  must  be  composed  of  the  silicates  of 
magnesium  and  aluminium  and  may  contain 
a  small  proportion  of  boric  acid.  It  must 
not  contain  any  perfume,  essential  oil,  or 
colouring  matter.  It  must  be  uniform 
throughout  and  in  a  fine  state  of  sub- 
division. A  manufacturer  who  desires  to 
apply  to  the ,  Board  of  Trade  for  a  special 
licence  to  supply  this  special  baby  powder 
additional  to  quota  must  be  able  to  show 
that  he  was  established  as  a  manufacturer 
of  baby  powder  during  the  standard  period 
(June  I,  1939,  to  May  31,  1940),  and  that 
,the  dusting  powder  conforms  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  specification.  Applications  for 
licences  should  be  addressed  to  the  Board 
of  Trade,  Carlton  Hotel,  Bournemouth. 

Mobile  Pharmacy. — The  mobile  pharmacy 
illustrated  on  p.  263  was  presented  by  Lady 
Bird,  regional  officer  of  the  Red  Cross  and 
St.  John's  Central  Hospital  Supply  Service, 
No.  9  Region.  The  idea  of  the  mobile 
pharmacy  came  to  her  when  she  saw,  in 
bombed  towns,  that  the  sufferings  of  the 
bombed-out  population  were  much  aggra- 
vated by  the  destruction  of  chemists'  shops. 
As  soon  as  possible  after  the  termination  of 
an  air  attack,  the  mobile  pharmacy,  under 
the  direction  of  the  regional  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  will  enter  the  bombed 
area,  where,  at  the  call  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee,  it  will  supply  without 


charge  the  urgent  needs  of  those  located 
in  reception  centres  or  in  temporary  billets. 
The  stock  carried  is  comprehensive,  includ- 
ing such  items  as  infant  and  invalid  foods, 
laxatives,  indigestion  remedies,  cough  and 
cold  remedies,  soap,  sanitary  towels,  tooth 
brushes,  throat  paints,  eye  lotions,  etc. 
There  is  provision  for  treating  minor 
casualties.  Two  nurses  will  be  present  to 
remove,  for  instahce,  foreign  objects  from 
the  eye,  to  treat  patients  with  cuts  or 
abrasions,  and  generally  to  give  such  first- 
aid  as  would  be  afforded  at  a  station.  The 
"shop"  carries  seven  gallons  of  water; 
there  is  a  basin  and  sink  with  pipe  for 
outlet.  The  pharmacy  has  been  built 
compactly  on  a  three-ton  chassis  and  is 
nine  feet  over-all.  The  outlay  was  nearly 
;^i,ooo.  Should  the  first  vehicle  prove  a 
success  others  will  be  provided  from  avail- 
able funds.  Editorial  comment,  p.  277. 

After-hours    Shopping    Scheme. — At  a 

meeting  of  the  Erith,  Kent,  Food  Com- 
mittee, on  November  24,  an  official  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service 
outlined  a  certificate  scheme  which  would 
help  to  solve  the  problem  of  shopping  for 
women  employed  in  war  factories.  The 
certificate  would  be  issued  by  managements 
to  women  employees.  Retailers  would 
prepare  parcels  of  goods  while  the  women 
were  at  work,  and  the  shops  would  remain 
open  after  closing  hours  for  the  parcels 
to  be  collected,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 
A  rota  would  ensure  women  getting  goods 
in  short  supply. 

Eire  Shop-closing  Order. — From  Decem- 
ber I,  shops  in  Eire,  with  certain  exceptions, 
will  close  at  8  p.m.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays  and  Thursdays ;  9  p.m.  on 
Fridays,  and  10  p.m.  on  Saturdays,  as 
the  result  of  an  Order  made  by  the  Minister 
for  Industry  and  Commerce  on  November 
19.  Shops  allowed  to  remain  open  for  the 
transactions  of  "excepted"  business  after 
these  hours  include  those  selling  medicines 
or  medical  or  surgical  appliances,  when  the 
business  is  carried  on  by  a  qualified  chemist. 
The  Order  will  not  apply  during  the  pre- 
Christmas  period,  December  8  to  24.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Insurance  Dispensing  Tariff 

The  fact  that  three  of  the  letters  in  your 
Correspondence  section  last  week  (p.  258) 
were  concerned  with  the  subject  of  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing  payment  is 
significant.  Each  of  those  letters  raises 
questions  the  answer  to  which  can  only 
be  satisfactory  if  it  includes  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  fees  payable.  On  another 
page  (p.  239)  an  agreed  increase  of  4-5  per 
cent,  in  payments  for  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed in  Scotland  (with  the  exception  of 
those  for  insulin,  liver  extract,  vaccines  and 
sera)  is  reported.  As  is  well  known,  the 
Scottish  system  of  pricing  N.H.I,  prescrip- 
tions differs  from  that  employed  in  England 
and  Wales.  Scottish  pharmacists  may  be 
congratulated  on  having  obtained  this 
measure  of  recognition  of  their  claims.  At 
the  same  time,  it  is  unfortunate  that  the 
proportionate  •  increase  which  would  have 
met  their  reasonable  demands  could  not  be 
ascertained  owing  to  the  impossibility  of 
adding  to  the  staff  at  the  Central  Check- 
ing Bureau  for  an  investigation.  The 
lesson  is  plain.  One  of  the  indispensable 
weapons  in  a  campaign  for  increased  pay- 
ment is  a  sufficient  volume  of  facts  obtained 
by  a  systematic  analysis  of  turnover  and 
expenses  in  selected  retail  businesses.  These 
facts  will  need  a  broad  basis.  Care  must 
be  taken  to  ensure  that  they  collectively 
form  a  fair  sample  from  the  principal  types 
of  pharmacies  concerned.  The  more  a 
chemist's  business  is  affected  by  the  present 
unprecedented  competition — which,  as  you 
point  out  on  p.  243,  has  gone  too  far  to  be 
entirely  checked  by  the  Location  of  Retail 
Businesses  Order — the  larger  the  proportion 
of  overhead  expenses  that  should  be 
allotted  to  N.H.I,  dispensing. 

Wasteful  Prescribing 

Panel  chemists  must  be  at  heart  an 
altruistic  class,  for  they  will  undoubtedly 
agree  with  your  editorial  remark  (p.  244) 
that  "the  too-free  use  of  certain  surgical 
dressings"  in  N.H.I,  prescribing  is  "a  cause 
of  waste,  that  the  country  can  ill  afford." 
Seriously,  however,  the  over-prescribing  of 
dressings  or  any  other  form  of  medicament, 
when  obvious,  perturbs  the  pharmacists 
who  dispense  the  prescriptions.  Some  time 
ago  I  mentioned  in  this  section  a  case  that 
came  to  my  notice  in  the  first  months  of 
insurance  dispensing,  in  which  a  prescriber, 
probably  by  inadvertence,  ordered  two  very 
expensive  eye  lotions  for  the  same  patient 


within  a  few  days  of  each  other.  An  inciden 
of  that  kind  was  excusable  at  a  time  when 
the  implications  of  the  financial  side  of  the 
scheme  had  hardly  been  grasped  by  the 
average  medical  practitioner.  But  after 
nearly  twenty  years'  experience  of  N.H.I 
drug  tariffs  such  an  excuse  could  hardly  be 
put  forward.  On  reading  your  comment  on 
surgical  dressings  I  took  down  from  a  shelf 
almost  at  random,  a  C.  cS-  JD.  volume  for  a 
half-year  during  the  last  war.  Volume  87 
An  editorial  article  in  the  first  issue  of  that 
volume  contained  the  following  sentences 
"We  note  that,  with  a  view  to  enabling 
practitioners  to  regulate  their  prescribing 
in  accordance  with  the  money  available 
the  London  Panel  Committee  proposes  to 
communicate  to  each  practitioner  on  the 
panel  the  average  cost  of  his  prescriptions 
month  by  month  .  .  .  The  Committee  has 
also  circulated  to  panel  practitioners,  for 
their  guidance  in  determining  whether  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  reduce  the  cost  of  their 
prescribing,  a  list  of  factors  to  which  the 
high  cost  of  prescriptions  may  be  attri 
buted."  This  happened  in  1915. 

When  Do  Drugs  Become  Obsolete? 

The  list  of  articles  official  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  XI  but  not  to  be 
admitted  to  its  successor  (p.  230)  is  of  much 
interest  as  an  indication  of  the  trend  of 
prescribing  in  the  States.  The  proposed 
omission  of  such  substances  as  asafoetida 
and  veratrum  viride  is  understandable  ;  but 
a  dispenser  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  will 
read  several  names  in  the  list  with  surprise 
Why,  for  instance,  is  '  cinchona  to  be 
banished  ?  An  equally  remarkable  deletion 
is  that  of  Dover's  powder.  Some  substances 
are  on  the  border-line.  Solution  of  ammo 
nium  acetate  is  difficult  to  keep  in  perfect 
condition — a  fact  which  may  have  determin- 
ed its  fate.  Strychnine  nitrate  may  have 
outlived  its  acceptability,  though  I  remem- 
ber its  use.  Finally,  some  of  the  substances, 
such  as  spirit  of  chloroform,  may  be  included 
in  the  current  U.S.  National  Formulary, 
and  their  omission  from  the  Pharmacopoeia 
may  be  intended  to  maintain  some  distinc- 
tion between  the  scope  of  the  two  books. 
To  which  of  these  classes  potassium 
chlorate  should  be  allotted  I  leave  others 
to  determine.  I  have  no  evidence  that  this 
process  of  elimination  is  becoming  too  drastic 
in  the  U.S. P.  ;  but  we  have  had  experience 
of  a  severe  swing  of  the  pendulum  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  XroySGF

iebate  held  recently  before  the  Tonbridge 
ection  of  the  British  Association  of  Chem- 
sts,  the  motion  being  "That  the  chemist  is 
dive  to  his  responsibilities  at  the  present 
e."  Mr.  W.  Littlejohn  took  the  chair. 
The  supporters  of  the  motion,  Messrs.  A.  J. 
Baker  and  W.  R.  Harris,  based  their  case 
)n  the  active  support  by  the  chemist  of  the 
^ar  effort.  They  pointed  out  that  the  whole 
uture  of  the  civilised  world  was  conditioned 
Dy  the  result  of  the  present  conflict.  The 
xtent  of  chemists'  support  for  the  war  effort 
:ould  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  5,000 
hemists  volunteered  for  inclusion  in  the 
Central  Register  within  six  months  of  its 
ormation,  while  registration  had  to  be 
ompulsory  for  some  professions.  Every 
;hemist's  daily  work  was  a  contribution  to 
the  war  effort  and,  with  such  a  reminder, 
it  was  hard  to  see  how  he  could  fail  to  be 
alive  to  his  responsibilities.  References  were 
made  to  technical  Press  reports  of  chemists' 
activities,  such  as  their  part  in  the  British 
Association's  Conference  on  Science  and 
World  Order,  Sir  John  Russell's  tribute  to 
the  chemist's  work  for  agriculture  and  their 
part  in  raising  the  important  plastics 
industry  from  a  minor  to  a  major  position 
in  two  years  of  war.  There  was  no  need  to 


be  anxious  about  the  chemists'  contribution 
to  the  post-war  world,  because  the  man  who 
realised  his  responsibilities  in  the  present 
would  do  so  in  the  future. 

World  Progress  as  a  Whole 

Messrs.  W.  G.  Daroux  and  T.  Weir,  the 
opposition  speakers,  maintained  that  a  much 
broader  view  of  the  matter  should  be  taken. 
It  was  not  enough  to  consider  the  actions 
of  the  chemists  of  one  nation  only.  What 
were  the  chemists  of  Russia,  Germany, 
France  and  America  doing  ?  They  wanted 
world  progress  and  humanity  as  a  whole 
to  be  considered.  Had  not  chemists  the 
right  to  know  to  what  purposes  the  products 
of  their  work  were  being  put  ?  In  many 
cases  they  did  not  know.  Where  the  uses  of 
products  were  obvious,  as,  for  example,  with 
products  like  poison  gas,  could  it  be  said  that 
chemists  were  alive  to  their  responsibilities 
to  humanity  in  assisting  in  their  production 
and  even  carrying  out  new  researches  ? 

In  summing  up,  the  chairman  pointed 
out  that  in  war  the  chemist  acted  under 
orders.  It  was  necessary  to  distinguish 
between  his  function  as  a  chemist  and  his 
function  as  a  citizen.  When  put  to  the  vote 
the  motion  was  defeated,  a  number  of  those 
present  abstaining  from  voting. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Orange  Substitute  Prosecution. — At  Chert- 
sey,  recently,  Morley,  Rogers  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Merton  Park,  London,  S.W.,  were  sum- 
moned for  selling  an  orange  substitute 
kiiown  as  Sevila,  bearing  a  label  calculated 
to  mislead.   The  company  was  fined 

Trading  with  the  Enemy.— At  Blackpool 
recently,  William  J.  N.  Swann,  Threlfall 
Road,  was  fined  5s.  on  each  of  seven 
summonses  for  trading  with  the  enemy.  It 
was  alleged  defendant  sent  trade  circulars 
to  America.  Intercepting  seven,  the  censor 
found  names  included  in  the  official  Order 
which  set  out  people  with  whom  an  English- 
man was  prohibited  from  trading.  It  was 
not  suggested  defendant  deliberately  tried 
to  trade,  but  concerns  in  America  agreed 
not  to  do  business  with  these  firms. 

Unregistered    Sale    of    Poison. — At  St. 

Austell,  recently,  William  A.  Masters, 
M.P.S.,  was  charged  with  having  sold  a 
poison  he  failed  to  enter  in  the  Register, 
and  with  selling  a  poison  in  a  bottle  that  was 
not  fluted  vertically  so  that  it  could  be 
recognised  by  the  touch.  It  was  stated  that 
defendant  had  supplied  some  hydrocyanic 
acid  for  destroying  a  dog.  The  purchaser 
took  the  poison  home,  and  as  the  result  of 
a  death  the  police  instituted  inquiries  and 
found  that  defendant's  poisons  register 
contained  no  entry  of  the  transaction. 
A  £2  fine  was  imposed  on  each  summons. 

Discharged  Soldier  not  Reinstated. — At 

Ipswich,  on  November  24,  R.  C.  Barker, 
Ltd.,  rusk  manufacturers,  were  fined  ^5  for 
failing  to  reinstate  a  discharged  soldier  in 
employment  and  ordered  to  pay  nine  weeks' 
wages.  For  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  it  was  stated  that  the 
man  in  question  was  called  up  in  November 
1940,  but  discharged  last  April  as  unfit  for 
military  service.  He  applied  at  his  em- 
ployers for  reinstatement  but  was  told  there 
was  no  vacancy.  For  the  defendants  it  was 
claimed  no  other  man  had  been  placed  in 
the  job  as  there  was  no  work  for  him. 

Payment   for   Dental    Equipment. — The 

Court  of  Appeal,  on  November  19,  dismissed 
an  appeal  entered  by  Mr.  Hans  Schindler, 
Portland  Place,  London,  W.,  from  a  decision 
of  Mr.  Justice  Tucker,  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division,  in  favour  of  Amalgamated  Dental 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Piccadilly,  W.,  who  had  sued 
Mr.  Schindler  for  ;^40i,  English  currency 
equivalent  of  a  price  in  reichmarks,  of 
dental  equipment  sold  and  delivered  by  the 
plaintifts  to  Mr.  Schindler  in  September 


1935  (see  C.  &■  D.,  July  19,  p.  25).  The 
defence  was  that  the  goods  had  been  paid 
for  in  Germany  with  reichmarks  which  had 
been  paid  into  a  German  bank.  These 
reichmarks,  it  was  said,  had  been  confiscated, 
and  in  the  circumstances  Mr.  Justice  Tucker 
held  that  plaintiffs  had  not  been  paid  for 
the  goods,  and  he  gave  judgment  for  them 
on  their  claim.  When  the  appeal  was  called 
on,  Mr.  Schindler  did  not  appear  ,  and  was 
not  represented,  and  on  the  application  of 
Mr.  A.  A.  Watson,  for  Amalgamated  Dental 
Co.,  Ltd.,  the  appeal  was  dismissed. 

Prices  of  Goods  Act. — Sherburn  Hill 
Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  was  fined  £^ 
at  Castle  Eden  Police  Court,  co.  Durham, 
on  November  22,  on  a  charge  of  selling 
price-regulated  goods  at  an  excessive  price 
at  its  Wheatley  Hill  branch.  For  the  Board 
of  Trade  it  was  stated  that  a  woman  bought 
a  half-pint  vacuum  flask  from  the  defen- 
dants. She  did  not  pay  for  it  at  the  time 
because  they  could  not  tell  her  the  price 
as  they  had  not  got  the  invoice.  They  said 
they  would  send  the  account  later  on, 
which  they  did,  and  the  woman  was  charged 
6s.  6d.  She  thought  this  was  an  excessive 
price  and  the  matter  was  reported.  Mr. 
Larke  said  the  basic  price  was  the  price 
ruling  in  August  1939,  immediately  before 
the  war,  and  to  that  price  a  seller  was 
entitled  to  add  the  permitted  increase  in 
view  of  changes  in  the  basic  price.  The 
price  at  which  similar  flasks  were  sold  in 
August  1939  was  IS.  3d.  and  the  price 
at  which  this  flask  was  sold  by  the  defen- 
dants was  6s.  6d.  and  this  was  an  increase 
of  400  per  cent.,  which  he  submitted  could 
not  be  justified.  Mr.  J.  C.  Morton,  defend- 
ing, stated  that  the  Society  was  not  selling 
these  flasks  in  August  1939.  The  particular 
flasks  in  question  cost  the  Society  3s.  6d. 
each  and  the  purchase  tax  added  is.  2d., 
making  4s.  8d.  That  left  is.  lod.,  continued 
Mr.  Morton,  and  out  of  that  is.  lod.,  the 
Society  had  to  make  the  usual  provision 
for  carrying  on  their  business,  for  overhead 
charges,  insurance,  and  workmen's  com- 
pensation. The  business  was  paying  a 
dividend  of  3s.  in  the  £  to  the  members  of 
the  concern  and  therefore,  in  arriving  at  the 
price,  this  had  also  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration. If  less  than  6s.  6d.  had  been 
charged,  they  would  have  been  taking 
money  out  of  the  pockets  of  some  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Society  to  help  to 
pay  for  these  vacuum  flasks;  they  had  to 
see  each  customer  paid  his  fair  proportion. 
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EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 


Retail  Sales  Tax  on  Cosmetics. — A  tax  of 
ID  per  cent,  on  the  retail  selling  price  of  all 
cosmetics  became  operative  in  the  U.S.A. 
on  October  i.  From  that  date,  an  excise 
tax  on  cosmetics  payable  by  the  manu- 
facturer was  abolished.  An  amendment  to 
the  new  enactment  enabled  the  excise  tax 
to  be  refunded  on  articles  not  sold  to 
consumers  by  October  i.  The  alcohol 
tax  has  been  increased  from  $3  to  $4  per 
gallon. 

President's  Message  to  U.S.  Pharmacists. 

— In  a  letter  to  the  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association  on  the 
occasion  of  Pharmacy  Week,  1941,  Mr. 
Roosevelt  wrote:  "Once  again  it  is  my 
pleasure  to  extend  my  greetings  to  the 
members  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  I  want  you  to  know  that  1 
appreciate  very  much  the  splendid  co- 
operation that  your  organisation  and  its 
members  have  given  to  the  medical  services 
of  the  Government  during  this  past  year. 
National  Pharmacy  Week  should  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  people  of  this  country 


the  fine  part  you  have  played  in  National 
Defence." 

An  Analysis  of  Drug  Sales. — The  Bureau 
of  the  Census  of  U.S.A.  has  recently  carried 
out  an  analysis  of  sales  of  drugs,  dispensing 
and  toilet  preparations  in  retail  drug  stores 
(pharmacies).  The  number  of  pharmacies 
doing  over  $20,000  worth  of  business  yearly 
and  having  soda  fountains  was  found  to  be 
19,832.  Nine  per  cent,  of  the  sales  of  these 
stores  consisted  of  toiletries  and  soaps, 
9-4  per  G-ent.  was  done  in  dispensing,  and 
22-5  per  cent,  was  in  drugs.  Toital  sales 
of  these  stores  were  valued  at  $976,107,000, 
of  which  $87,849,630  was  for  toiletries  and 
soaps,  $91,754,058  for  dispensing,  and 
$219,624,075  for  drugs.  Stores  doing  over 
$20,000  per  year  but  having  no  soda 
fountains  numbered  4,426.  In  these  stores, 
13  per  Cent,  of  sales  was  in  toiletries  and 
soaps,  1 1 -6  per  cent,  in  dispensing,  and 
33-5  per  cent,  in  drugs.  Sales  totalled 
$255,856,000,  of  which  $33,261,280  was  for 
toiletries  and  soaps,  $29,679,296  for  dis- 
pensing, and  $85,611,760  for  drugs.

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VIEWS  ON  THE  "WINNING"  TRADE 

POLICY 


The  following  is  a  representative  selection 
of  letters  received  from  retailers  on  the 
winning  entry  in  the  N.P.U.  Trading 
Policy  Competition  (C.  D.,  November  15, 
p.  210).  Further  opinions  for  publication 
on  this  important  subject  are  invited. 

Looking  Ahead 

The  policy  is  sound  for  the  individual, 
but  bad  for  the  whole.  Immediate  profit, 
gain  and  status  for  one,  are  placed  before 
long-distance  aims  for  the  well-being  of  the 
craft.  Counter  prescribing,  whilst  legal,  is 
not  approved  in  the  medical  world,  and 
consequently  its  practice  is  not  conducive 
to  closer  collaboration  and  the  betterment 
of  total  conditions.  The  whole  policy 
sponsors  self-medication  to  a  considerable 
degree,  whilst  enlightened  opinion  is  con- 
trary to  the  idea  of  self -medication.  In  the 
absence  of  mutually  agreed  prices,  etc.,  own 
packing  perpetuates  the  power  of  the  "big 
fella"  to  beat  the  "little  fella,"  with  its 
inducement  to  lower  prices,  cheaper  labour, 
and  the  concomitant  lowered  prestige  for 
pharmacy.  It  is  a  good  policy  wherewith 
to  exploit  today,  but  it  is  contrary  to 
national  trends  and  is  not  really  "big."

A  Public  Relations  Department 

I  beg  to  submit  my  views  on  an  im- 
mediate pharmaceutical  policy  for 
pharmacy,  (i)  In  preparation  for  post-war 
reconstruction  and  the  repeal  of  recent 
panic  legislation,  compel  the  Society's 
Council  to  set  up  a  real  public  relations 
department  for  the  express  purpose  of 
directing  public  opinion  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  securing  educational  control  in 
the  distribution  of  medicines.  (2)  No 
pharmacist  or  pharmaceutical  organisation 
should  strive  to  prop  up  nor  render  respect- 
able or  acceptable  the  ill-considered  frame- 
work of  the  recent  Act.  Further,  all 
pharmacists  should,  by  aggravating  the 
present  position,  let  free  trade  in  the  sale 
of  medicines  be  seen  in  its  true  perspective, 
instead  of  allowing  the  manufacturers  to 
develop  their  new  position  gradually  and 
strategically,  which  is  to  eliminate  educated 
control  from  the  distribution  of  medicine. 
(3)  All  chemists  in  any  one  town  should,  by 
mutual  agreement,  prepare  one  distinct 
speciality,  toilet  or  medical,  as  desired  or 


allocated.  For  the  sale  of  these  specialities, 
individual  or  co-operative  advertising  could 
be  undertaken,  and  all  agree  to  stock 
the  allocated  speciality  of  a  competitor  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  of  the 
agreement.  (4)  Pharmacists  should  demand 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
N.P.U. ,  the  A.P.E.,  and  all  N.H.I,  pharma- 
ceutical committees  protest  against  any 
firm  under  contract  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  issuing,  in  connexion  with  dispens- 
ing, any  advertisement  which,  for  gain, 
engenders  in  the  public  mind  a  fear  of 
inaccurate  dispensing.

If  the  public  are  con- 
vinced (and  it's  up  to  the  pharmacist  to 
convince  them)  that  a  bottle  prescribed  at 
the  counter  is  not  a  "Cure  All,"  but 
specially  dispensed  to  suit  their  individual 
case — they'll  come.  Point  4. — The  first 
two  sentences  should  be  nailed  up  in  big 
letters  in  every  dispensary,  but  with  regard 
to  windows,  let's  have  good,  clean,  stocky, 
well-priced  displays.  Our  slogan  should  be 
"Not  just  as  good  but  better."

Bazaar  Goods  Protest 

It  gave  me  great  pleasure  to  read  Mr. 
S.  H.  Blore's  views.  They  were  certainly 
very  sound  and  constructive,  and  I  am  sure 
will  be  adopted  by  many  chemists.  Perhaps 
the  biggest  boon  that  the  passing  of  the 
recent  medicines  Act  has  given  to  phar- 
macists has  been  their  gradual  reawakening 
to  the  soundness  of  the  C.F.  policy.  The 
value  of  this  movement  was  brought  home 
to  me  only  the  other  day  when  I  saw  the 
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varied  display  of  patent  medicines  now  on 
the  counters  of  our  local  bazaar.  I  asked 
myself — could  these  manufacturers  who 
allow  their  goods  to  be  displayed  in  such 
surroundings  really  value  the  friendship  of 
pharmacists?  If  so,  then  how  can  they 
explain  their  readiness  to  open  these  new 
accounts  in  days  of  such  limited  and  short 
supply?  I  ask  chemists  in  their  own 
interests  to  send  a  note  of  protest  to  each 
firm  so  represented  in  these  stores.  A  joint 
protest  signed  by  all  chemists  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  one  of  these  stores 
would,  I  think,  be  more  effective.  Let  these 
protests  state  in  very  plain  terms  that 
unless  these  new  accounts  are  closed  forth- 
with then  they  themselves  may  be  forced 
to  close  accounts  with  such  manufacturers. 
Surely  a  united  protest  on  such  lines  would 
prove  effective  and  might  eventually  even 
cause  such  firms  to  adopt  the  C.F.  policy.

The  Bigger  Issue 

Mr.  Blore  seems  to  have  won  his  £^o 
prize  too  easily.  The  now  notorious 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  is  regarded 
as  irrevocable  and  the  chemist  is  asked 
meekly  to  cut  his  garment  according  to  the 
"ersatz"  material.  The  question  should 
have  read,  "What  is  the  chemist  going  to 
do  in  view  of  the  scandalous  conditions 
created  by  the  1941  enactment?"  Let 
there  be  no  mistake,  the  chemist's  very 
existence  depends  upon  the  issue,  and  if 
the  pharmacist  disappears  as  a  professional 
entity,  so  eventually  will  the  patent 
medicine  manufacturer.  But  that  powerful, 
anonymous  and  impersonal  force  known  as 
"public  opinion"  will  not  tolerate  the  loss 
of  the  professional  pharmacist.  So  the 
fortunes  of  both  chemist  and  manufacturer 
are  indissolubly  linked  together.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Blore  on  one  statement.  The 
medicine  stamp  repeal  not  only  may 
awaken  the  pharmacist,  it  must.  But  I 
absolutely  disagree  that  products  cannot  be 
re-established  by  what  he  calls  an  "adver- 
tising clamour."  The  advertising  will  begin 
again  and  the  public  will  again  respond. 
That  is  not  the  point,  however.  It  is  the 
much  bigger  issue  of  the  future  of  phar- 
macists and  the  bulk  of  the  goodwill  of 
famous  proprietaries  in  their  present  form. 
The  subject  is  obviously  too  vast  in  its 
eventual  implications  to  deal  with  them 
in  250  words.  If  the  N.P.U.  and  the  C.F. 
also  value  their  existence  let  them  really 
set  to  work  to  "do  something  about  it." 
They  might,    for   instance,   invite  some 


brains  by  offering  a  prize  worthy  of  the 
issue,  ;^io,ooo  for  example?  It  would  pay 
them  in  the  long  run  and  the  C.F.  manu- 
facturers should  subscribe  the  money.  It 
would  pay  them.  Physicus. 

No    Winning  "  Policy 

The  repeal  of  the  medicine-stamp  duty 
will  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  sale  of 
proprietary  medicines  nor  will  it  confer  any 
additional  benefits  on  the  retail  pharmacist 
because :  (i)  The  point  of  view  taken  by 
most  manufacturers  is  to  regard  the 
chemist's  shop  merely  as  one  of  many 
channels  down  which  his  goods  pass  to 
reach  the  public,  and  for  services  rendered 
the  chemist  receives  a  commission,  other- 
wise trade  discount.  (2)  It  is  quite  prac- 
ticable to  exploit  successfully  a  patent 
medicine  without  using  the  pharmacist's 
qualification  as  a  sales  aid.  (3)  Cheaper 
sizes  do  not  lower  the  prestige  of  a  product 
as  they  are  marketed  solely  to  tap  the 
public  with  the  smallest  purchasing  power. 
(4)  When  peace-time  supplies  are  once 
more  available  the  majority  of  the  public 
will  again  respond  to  the  copy  writer's 
guile  and  subtlety,  refusing  chemists'  "own 
name"  articles  or  alternatives.  (5)  The 
chemist  is  reputed  to  handle  between 
60  and  70  per  cent,  of  proprietaries  'Sold 
yearly,  in  which  case  he  cannot  afford,  to 
assume  they  do  not  exist  and  if  he  ignores 
consumer  demand  he  risks  damage  to  his 
goodwill.  Thus  he  is  the  unwilling  tool  of 
the  patent-medicine  racket  and  as  such  the 
average  chemist  cannot  hope  to  make  any 
trading  policy  a  "winner."

This  contained 
vitamin  C,  but  was  a  1-5  per  cent, 
ution  of  citric  acid  with  5-5  per  cent, 
tartaric  acid,  artificially  coloured  and 
/oured.  The  total  acidity  was  equivalent 
that  of  one  lemon,  but  tartaric  acid  is 
:  present  in  lemons.  The  packers  with- 
!w  the  label,  and  substituted  another 
ting  that  the  article  was  not  made  from 
ion,  and  was  intended  for  flavouring 
i  cooking  purposes.  Another  lemon 
)stitute  was  labelled  "the  perfect  sub- 
;ute"  for  lemons,  and  was  said  to 
itain  the  "natural  acid  of  lemons  and 
amin  C."  It  consisted  of  a  7  per  cent, 
iition  of  tartaric  acid,  and  contained  no 
amin  C;  the  makers  stated  that  they 
i  now  ceased  marketing  the  article  and 
uld  shortly  be  offering  a  new  product 
ich  would  be  controlled  under  licence. 


An  orange  substitute  claiming  to  be  rich 
in  vitamin  C  and  to  be  the  perfect  orange 
substitute  contained  no  vitamin  and  co-n- 
•sisted  of  a  7  per  cent,  solution  of  citric 
acid  artificially  coloured,  flavoured,  and 
sweetened  with  saccharin.  The  wholesale 
dealer's  stock  was  returned  to  the  suppliers, 
and  he  intimated  that  he  did  not  intend 
to  stock  articles  of  this  kind  in  future. 
For  another  orange  substitute,  the  claim 
was  made  that  the  addition  of  |-teaspoonful 
to  8  teaspoonfuls  of  cold  water  constituted 
the  equivalent  of  the  juice  of  one  fresh 
orange.  The  vitamin  C  content  of  this 
mixture,  however,  was  only  about  8  inter- 
national'units  per  100  gm.,  while  that  of 
fresh  oranges  is  about  1,000  units  per 
100  gm.  The  makers  altered  the  label  by 
omitting  the  reference  to  equivalence  with 
orange  juice. 

Other  Samples 

A  sample  bought  as  "essence  of  vinegar," 
with  label  stating  that  4  oz.  was  sufficient 
to  make  four  pints  of  "best  and  strongest 
vinegar,"  consisted  of  75  per  cent,  acetic 
acid,  which,  diluted  according  to  the 
directions,  gave  a  strength  of  3-8.  per  cent, 
acetic  acid,  or  0-2  per  cent,  below  the 
accepted  minimum  strength.  The  bottler 
stated  his  intention  of  making  the  essence 
of  the  necessary  strength  and  of  altering 
the  label  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
relating  to  false  labelling.  A  powder  sold 
as  boric  acid  actually  consisted  of  a  mixture 
of  about  one  part  boric  acid  with  two  parts 
borax.  The  proprietor  of  the  business 
concerned  suggested  that,  owing  to  care- 
lessness on  someone's  part,  the  shop  drawer 
had  been  filled  up  with  borax  instead  of 
with  boric  acid.  On  the  label  of  a  proprie- 
tary brand  of  malt,  glucose  and  halibut 
liver  oil  were  printed  the  words,  "One 
teaspoonful  contains  i  minim  halibut 
liver  oil."  The  amount  found  by  analysis 
was  only  one-sixth  of  a  minim  per  tea- 
spoonful.  In  an  interview  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  firm  concerned  the  explana- 
tion was  given  that  some  years  ago  the 
content  of  halibut  liver  oil  was  reduced  from 
one  to  one-sixth  minim  per  teaspoonful 
owing  to  complaints  of  the  fishy  taste. 
Unfortunately  when  the  new  labels  were 
printed  the  statement  about  the  oil  content 
was  overlooked.  All  sales  of  the  article 
have  been  stopped  pending  the  recall  of 
stocks  and  relabelling.

National  Health  Services 

'EAKiNG  at  Brighton  on  November  17, 
e  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Ernest  Brown) 
ferred  to  the  great  progress  which  had 
sen  made  in  the  health  services  since  the 
sginning  of  the  century,  and  those  con- 
rned  with  these  developments  will  find 
1  interesting  survey  of  the  expansion  in 
publication  recently  issued  by  the  British 
5sociation   of  Labour  Legislation.  The 
ithors  of  the  booklet  are  Dame  Janet 
impbell,  M.D.,  and  Mr.  H.  M.  Vernon, 
.D.,  the  former  dealing  with  National 
ealth  services  and  the  latter  with  pre- 
mtive  methods  for  improving  national 
jalth.   Dame  Janet  Campbell  points  out 
le  need  for  reorganisation  of  the  medical 
rvices,  involving  a  national  panel  practice 
id  the  setting  up  of  a  Ministry  of  Medical 
id  Nursing  and  Social  Services,  separated 
om  the  Ministry  of  Health.-  It  is  stated 
lat  "the  panel  service,  though  better  than 
Qy  former  scheme,  is  limited  and  incom- 
lete   even   for  insured   workers,    and  is 
Imost  wholly  curative  rather  than  pre- 
entive  in  outlook.  The  uninsured  worker, 
specially  the  working  worrian,  is  almost 
htirely    unprovided    with    medical  care 
xcept  in  serious  illness  when  she  goes  to 
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hospital;  and  the  treatment  of  children, 
apart  from  the  restricted,  provision  of  the 
school  medical  service,  is  again  largely 
dependent  upon  what  can  be  obtained  from 
the  hospital,  simply  because  there  isn't  the 
money  to  pay  for  private  doctoring.  What 
the  patient  needs,  and  what  the  doctor 
should  be  in  a  position  to  give,  is,  first  of 
all,  advice  which  will  help  to  develop  and 
maintain  good  health  and  forestall  illness; 
and,  secondly,  sound  treatment  when  illness 
does  occur,  with  such  speciaHst  help  as 
may  be  wanted.  This  applies  not  only  to 
the  'poor,'  but  to  many  middle-class  people 
with  limited  incomes  w^ho  cannot  aftord 
avoidable  doctors'  bills,  or  make  provision 
for  unexpected  medical  emergencies.  Both 
patients  and  doctors  need  something  which 
they  are  not  getting;  dissatisfaction  with 
existing  conditions  has  led  to  schemes  for 
a  National  (or  State)  Medical  Service  under 
which  a  better  and  more  complete  medical 
service  would  be  available  for  the  whole 
population." 

National  Medical  Service 

On  the  subject  of  a  national  medical 
service  Dame  Janet  Campbell  says  it  may 
be  assum^ed  that  this  "  would  be  a  service 
of  whole-time  doctors,  men  and  women, 
and  would  replace  the  present  panel  service 
by  a  scheme  which  would  provide  not  only 
domiciliary  treatment  for  all  men,  women 
and  children  who  need  it,  but  any  necessary 
consultant  and  hospital  services  as  well." 
Following  a  description  of  how  a  team  of 
doctors  work  together  in  partnership,  each 
member  specialising  in  the  work  that 
interests  him,  it  is  shown  how  this  scheme 
could  be  expanded  through  clinics.  These 
services  cannot  be  limited  to  the  insured 
worker.  They  ' '  must  be  open  to  all  families 
below  a  certain  income  level,  and  should 
replace  the  panel  service,  the  district 
medical  service  under  public  assistance,  the 
inadequate  private  domiciliary  care  of  the 
working-class  uninsured  person,  and  to  a 
great  extent  the  out-patient  work  of  the 
general  hospital." 

Into  the  merits  of  the  suggestions  from 
a  medical  point  of  view  we  do  not,  of  course, 
propose  to  enter,  but  there  is  one  aspect 
of  the  report  that  must  cause  considerable 
alarm  or  apprehension  to  pharmacists  if 
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they  are  clear-sighted  enough  to  realise  its 
implications.  No  mention  whatever  is 
made  of  the  place  of  pharmacy  in  the  scheme 
for  organised  medical  services,  and  the 
tacit  assumption  that  a  complete  medical 
service  can  be  devised  without  a  pharma- 
ceutical adjunct  is  unfortunately  far  too 
prevalent  in  medical  and  official  circles. 
For  this  state  of  affairs  pharmacists  them- 
selves are  partly  responsible. 

State  Pharmaceutical  Service 

The  question  may  well  be  asked  what 
chemists  are  doing  towards  the  planning 
of  a  State  pharmaceutical  service.  We 
understand  that  the  Committee  of  Inquiry 
set  up  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  in  1937  has  virtually  finished 
its  labours.  Chemists  will  recall  that  the 
Committee  published  Part  I  of  its  report  in 
1939-  This  was  devoted  to  a  survey  of 
pharmaceutical  practice,  and  it  was  stated 
that  Part  II  would  contain  recommenda- 
tions for  dealing  with  the  problems  dis- 
closed by  Part  I.  Meanwhile  the  Society 
has  set  up  a  Planning  Committee,  but  so 
far  there  has  been  little  evidence  of  its 
activities.  Perhaps  the  Planning  Committee 
is  waiting  for  the  recommendations  of  the 
Inquiry  Committee.  Any  proposals  the 
latter  may  make  will  be  examined  with 
great  interest,  but  conditions  in  pharmacy 
are  vastly  different  from  those  of  1939. 

Organising  Pharmacy  from  Within 

If  chemists  hope  to  take  the  place  to 
which  they  are  entitled  in  the  National 
Health  services  it  is  evident-  that  their 
representative  organisations  will  have  to 
act  on  different  lines  from  those  hitherto 
adopted,  and  one  of  the  first  needs  is"  to 
close  the  ranks.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  recently  completed  a  century 
of  history,  and  in  the  minds  of  many 
members  its  outstanding  development  is 
its  growing  approximation  to  a  Government 
department.  Can  a  body  developing  in 
this  direction  adequately  exercise  the 
influence  that  pharmacy  needs  where  it 
is  needed  ?  The  answer,  apparently,  in 
parliamentary  language,  is  in  the  negative. 
Reliance  must  therefore  be  placed  in  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  but  it  is 
at  once  plain  that  a  body  representative 
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of  employers  is  not  representative  I 
pharmacy.  One  of  the  outstanding  problen, 
is  therefore  to  organise  pharmacy  froj! 
within  and  then  plan  a  State  pharmacei 
tical  service  that  can  be  incorporated  i! 
any  general  Governmental  scheme. 

I 

Therapeutic  Research  i 
Corporation  { 

The  formation  of  the  Therapeutic  Researc' 
Corporation  of  Great  Britain,  Ltd.,  con 
stitutes  one  of  the  most  important  step 
yet  taken  in  the  organisation  of  the  Britisl; 
fine-chemical  industry.  It  must  be  empha 
sised  that  the  Corporation  is  not  a  merge 
or  amalgamation  of  the  companies  con 
cerned,  each  of  which  retains  complet( 
freedom  of  action  in  its  special  fields  and 
while  contributing  to  a  common  research 
pool,  forfeits  none  of  its  special  character- 
istics. Each  of  the  five  companies  noA\ 
participating  in  a  joint  scheme  of  research 
has  over  a  long  period  of  time  carried  out 
extensive  scientific  research  which  has  been 
of  great  value  to  humanity.  This  work 
has,  however,  been  conducted  on  individual^ 
istic  lines  which  will  not  apply  to  work 
undertaken  by  the  Corporation — any  new; 
drugs  which  may  be  discovered  by  the' 
Corporation  will  not  be  monopolised  by  any 
one  company. 

Specialisation  ' 

Many  possible  advantages  of  this  new' 
collaboration  to  medical  science,  as  well: 
as  to  the  British  pharmaceutical  industry," 
can  be  readily  foreseen.  Increasing  special- 
isation of  scientific  technique  tends  more 
and  more  to  call  for  men  with  experience 
in  particular  methods :   it  also  often  calls 
for  complicated  and  expensive  equipment 
for  its  execution.    The  rapidly  advancing 
volume  of  knowledge  concerning  the  varied 
aspects  of  disease  is  now  so  great  that  to 
attain  a  full  grasp  of  any  one  problem  calls 
for  a  team  of  specialists  in  order  that 
knowledge  in  these  fields  may  be  further 
extended.  These  may  be  accounted  among 
the    many   advantages   that   may  result 
from  this  scheme  of  co-ordinated  research 
and  unified  effort  in  the  exploration  and 
solution  of  selected  problems.  Thorough- 
ness and  higher  speed  of  investigation  should 
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5ult  and  wasteful  overlap  should  be 
minated. 

There  has  existed  in  the  past  a  diffidence 
L  the  part  of  some  academic  research 
Drkers  in  this  country  to  ally  themselves 
tioleheartedly  with  the  researches  of  indus- 
ial  firms.  The  seeds  of  such  an  aJiiance 
ive  nevertheless  been  sown  during  the 
Lst  decade.  The  new  Corporation  should 
!  able  to  achieve  much  in  fertilising  this 
owth  by  further  breaking  down  the 
irriers  and  by  establishing  closer  liaison 
itween  industry  and  the  research  labora- 
ries  of  the  universities.  Clearly,  the 
)rporation  will  have  in  the  various  chem- 
il,  physiological  and  bacteriological  labor- 
ories  at  their  command  the  choice  of 
any  different  lines  of  approach  to  their 
oblems  and  the  call  on  the  extensive 
ientific  personnel  and  equipment  of  the 
^e  companies. 

Pharmacies  on  Wheels 

aE  generous  action  of  Lady  Bird  in  pre- 
nting  a  mobile  pharmacy  for  use  in 
itzed  areas  is  to  be  commended  on 
laritable  grounds  but  raises  certain  issues 

policy  that  deserve  the  attention  of  all 
mcerned.  As  a  correspondent  in  the 
Wolverhampton  "Express  and  Star"  on 
ovember  3  pointed  out,  possibly  more 
larmacies  are  being  closed  by  Mr.  Bevin, 
le  Minister  of  Labour  and  National  Ser- 
ce,  than  by  bombs,  and  if  many  hundreds 
:  pharmacists  are  being  informed,  through 
le  war  emergency  pharraaceutical  com- 
ittees,  that  their  pharmacies  are  in  effect 
nnecessary  for  the  maintenance  of  an 
lequate  pharmaceutical  service,  the  ques- 
on  naturally  arises  whether  there  is  a  real 
istification  for  setting  up  travelling 
lemists.'  shops  or  drug-distributing  vehicles. 

The  interest  of  Lady  Bird  in  the  profession 
f  pharmacy  is  more  than  that  of  a  bene- 
ictor,  for  her  husband.  Sir  Robert  Bird, 
1  a  direct  descendant  of  a  pharmacist  well 
nown  as  the  originator  of  Bird's  custard 
>ee  C.  D.  Annual  Special  Issue,  1936, 
.  737) .  It  was  not  to  be  expected,  therefore, 
liat  the  point  that  a  pharmacy  must  be 
1  charge  of  a  pharmacist  would  be  lost  on 
er,  and  it^is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
rrangements  have  been  made  whereby, 
/henever  the  pharmacy  is  in  action,  it  will 


be  staffed  by  a  pharmacist  who  will  be  "on 
call."  Otherwise,  of  course,  there  would 
be  no  justification  for  the  title  boldly 
painted  on  the  outside  of  the  vehicle.  It 
may,  however,  be  asked  whether  even  the 
presence  of  a  pharmacist  is  sufficient  to 
legalise  the  description  "Mobile  Phar- 
macy." Under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  a  pharmacy  must  be  conducted 
on  registered  premises.  Has  any  registration 
fee  been  paid  in  respect  of  the  vehicle 
illustrated  ?  We  were  under  the  impression 
that  only  rateable  premises  were  capable  of 
being  so  registered. 

The  provision  of  one  or  two  such  vehicles 
may  perhaps,  on  compassionate  grounds, 
be  justified  by  the  experiences  of  the  badly 
bombed  areas.  Even  so,  their  increase 
beyond  that  number  is  not  at  present 
warranted  and  the  supervision  of  the 
vehicles  will  call  for  the  vigilance  of  local 
pharmacists  in  the  localities  affected. 

National  War  Formulary 

Difficulties  will  always  arise  when  a  new 
work  replaces  an  old  one,  but  one  or  two 
points  about  the  new  war  Formulary  deserve 
special  mention.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
has  asked  doctors  only  to  order  by  title 
preparations  included  in  the  B.P.,  B.P.C., 
and  N.W.F.  Some  doctors  have  asked :  If 
I  want  to  order  preparations  from  the  old 
N.F.  must  I  write  out  the  formula  in  full? 
The  answer  is  "Yes,"  but  it  is  preferable 
not  to  order  N.F.  formulas  at  all.  The  whole 
object  of  the  introduction  of  the  N.W.F. 
is  to  save  drugs  and  stop  the  demand  for 
those  given  in  N.F.  but  not  in  N.W.F. 
Chemists  should  whenever  possible  tell 
doctors  that,  so  far  as  it  can  possibly  be 
managed,  they  must  make  N.W.F.  sufficient 
for  all  ordinary  prescribing. 

The  paragraph  entitled  "Symbols  em- 
ployed in  Prescriptions  "  states  :  "  The  signs 
3  and  5  are  apt  to  be  misread  and  should 
not  be  employed  by  prescribers.  Solids 
should  be  prescribed  in  grains  (gr.)  and 
ounces  (oz.)  and  liquids  in  minims  (min.) 
and  fluid  ounces  (fl.  oz.)."  One  is  tempted 
to  ask  who  is  likely  to  misread  the  signs, 
and  if  there  can  be  confusion  over  the 
symbols  the  further  question  arises  why  the 
Formulary  titles  are  printed  in  Latin. 
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CHEMISTRY  OF  THERAPEUTIC 
SUBSTANCES

IX. — Antiseptics 

An  antiseptic  is  a  substance  that  prevents 
the  growth  of  micro-organisms,  although  it 
does  not  necessarily  kill  them.  A  disin- 
fectant or  germicide,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
lethal  to  micro-organisms.  Actually  this 
distinction  is  an  artificial  one  because  the 
same  substance  in  a  concentrated  form  may 
act  as  a  disinfectant,  while  in  dilute  solution 
it  is  an  antiseptic. 

Mode  of  Action. — The  efficiency  of  an 
antiseptic  was  originally  determined  by 
comparing  it  with  phenol  as  a  standard. 
This  was  the  principle  of  the  Rideal- Walker 
test,  in  which  the  minimum  concentration 
of  phenol  necessary  to  kill  a  certain  number 
of  micro-organisms  under  a  specified  set  of 
conditions  is  determined,  and  then  the 
concentration  of  the  substance  under  test 
which  will  produce  the  same  effect  is  found. 
The  ratio  of  the  effective  concentrations 
of  phenol  and  test  substance  is  the  Rideal- 
Walker  coefficient.  It  is  a  fallacy,  however, 
to  assume  that  the  same  conditions  are 
present  in  the  body  as  in  the  test  tube.  An 
antiseptic  sufficiently  potent  to  kill  micro- 
organisms has  also  a  destructive  effect  on 
the  body  cells.  Antiseptics  may  help  in  the 
battle  against  bacteria,  but  it,  is  ultimately 
the  white  blood  cells  or  leucocytes  that 
destroy  invading  micro-organisms.  If  an 
antiseptic  is  too  strong  it  will  kill  both 
leucocytes  and  bacteria.  Some  antiseptics, 
such  as  mercuric  chloride,  are  quite  active 
in  the  test  tube,  but  in  the  presence  of 
organic  matter,  such  as  blood,  serum  or  pus, 
they  become  inactivated  because  they  form 
a  complex  with  the  proteins  of  these  sub- 
stances. Mercuric  chloride  may  be  a  good 
antiseptic  for  instruments  and  the  hands

The  action  of  an  antiseptic  depends  upon 
three  simple  and  fundamental  factors : 
concentration,  time  and  temperature.  It 
is  useful  to  know  the  minimum  concentra- 
tion in  which  an  antiseptic  will  act  under 
given  conditions.  Dilution  affects  anti- 
septics in  a  remarkable  manner.  Slight 
dilution  may  inactivate  some,  yet  others 
are  active  at  very  high  dilutions.  Thus 
phenol  is  bactericidal  in  a  i  in  loo  solution.

Some  antiseptics  are  very  rami 
in  action,   particularly  chlorine  and  1 
oxidising  agents  liberating  oxygen.  I 
example,  chlorine  in  a  dilution  of  i 
1,000,000  is  effective  in  sterilising  drinki 
water  in  less  than    a  minute..   The  hea 
metals,  such  as  mercury,  are  slow  actii 
Thus  a  I  in  200  solution  of  mercuric  chlori 
does  not  kill  skin  organisms  even  aft 
fifteen  minutes'  exposure,  although  su 
solutions  are  frequently  used  for  a  quick 
although  inadequate — disinfection  of  t 
hands.    An   increase  in   temperature  a 
celerates  disinfection,  although  the  increa 
is  variable  and  differs  with  the  nature  of  t] 
antiseptic.  The  efficiency  of  coal-tar  deriv 
fives  is  at  least  doubled  by  a  rise  from  roo 
temperature  to  that  of  the  body. 

The  ideal  antiseptic  is  one  which  is  moi 
toxic  to  bacteria  than  to  the  body  tissue- 
All  are  to  some  extent  toxic  to  both,  a 
though  the  degree  of  toxicity  to  tissue 
varies   considerably.      Strong   acids  an 
alkalies  are  so  caustic  to  tissues  that  th6 
can  only  be  used  as  escharotics  for  cauterisa 
tion.  Phenol  and  related  cresols  also  destro; 
tissues  if  applied  to  them  directly ;  indeei 
in  •  the  past  phenol  compresses  have  beei 
responsible  for  tissue  necrosis  and  gangrene 
Some  degree  of  damage  involving  the  deatl 
of  cells  coming  in  contact  with  the  anti 
septic  is  caused  by  all  those  which  precipi 
tate  proteins — alcohol,  salts  of  heavy  metals 
and  formaldehyde.  If  the  period  of  contad 
is  slight  or  the  materials  are  diluted,  this 
effect  may  be  minimised.  The  lowest  grade 
of  toxicity  is  exhibited  by  those  antiseptics 
which  interfere  with  the  growth  and  func- 
tions of  bacteria  without  killing  tissue  cells,' 
e.g.  some  of  the  dyes.  Many  of  these,  how- 
ever, also  impair  the  activity  of  leucocytes, 
although  some  of  the  acridine  dyes  are 
potent  antiseptics  yet  in  high  dilutions 
do  not  inhibit  leucocytic  activity. 
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Oxidising  Antiseptics. — The  action  of 
ese  depends  upon  the  rapid  liberation  of 
ygen,  and  although  they  enjoy  some 
putation  in  the  treatment  of  anaerobic 
factions,  it  is  doubtful  if  they  are  as 
[active  in  other  infections  as  some  of  the 
her  antiseptics.  Hydrogen  peroxide  and 
)tassium  permanganate  are  the  commonest 

these.  The  former  owes  its  effectiveness 
some  measure  to  the  mechanical  effect  of 
e  liberated  oxygen  which  disintegrates 
e  pus  cells.  More  recently  metallic 
iroxides,  such  as  zinc  peroxide  and  calcium 
xoxide,  have  come  into  use  and  presum- 
)ly  owe  their  activity  to  the  slow  liberation 
oxygen ;  in  the  case  of  the  zinc  compound 
a  effect  of  the  zinc  ion  cannot  be  excluded, 
nc  peroxide  has  lately  been  used  in 
nj  unction  with  sulphanilamide  for  the 
sinfection  of  wounds.    The  persulphates

Heavy  Metals. — Mercury,  silver,  copper 
nd  zinc  are  the  chief  metals  whose  com- 
ounds  have  been  used  as  antiseptics ; 
ctually  the  metals  themselves  and  their 
)ns  are  bacteriostatic.  The  metals  have 
Iso  been  used  in  colloidal  form.  The  older 
lercury  compounds  are  being  replaced  by 
ew  complex  organic  mercury  compounds, 


for  example  metaphen  (anhydride  of  4- 
nitro- 5-hydroxymercuri-o-cresol) ,  merthio- 
late  (sodium  ethyl  mercurithiosalicylate) 
and  phenyl  mercuric  nitrate,  which  are 
many  times  more  potent  than  the  simple 
mercury  salts,  and  unlike  the  latter  retain 
much  of  their  activity  in  the  presence  of 
serum  proteins.  They  are  very  suitable  for 
the  sterilisation  of  the  skin  and  the  treat- 
ment of  superficial  infections.  Mercuro- 
chrome  (sodium  dibromoxymercury  fluo- 
rescein), although  it  has  been  extensively 
used,  has  but  feeble  antiseptic  action. 
Silver  picrate  and  compounds  of  silver 
with  proteins  (argyrol,  protargol,  albargin) 
are  used  for  the  treatment  of  infected 
mucous  membranes. 

Alcohols  and  Formaldehyde. — The .  bac- 
tericidal power  of  the  alcohols  varies 
directly  with  their  molecular  weight  and 
hence  inversely  with  their  solubility.  The 
optimal  bactericidal  concentration  of  ethyl 
alcohol  is  70  per  cent.  It  coagulates  pro- 
teins and  is  therefore  superficially  toxic. 
Formaldehyde  is  a  powerful,  readily  pene- 
trating antiseptic,  which  is,  however,  too 
irritant  for  use  in  medicine  or  surgery, 
although  it  is  largely  used  to  disinfect 
instruments,  clothes  and  rooms.  The  gas  in 
5  oz.  of  40  per  cent,  liquor  is  sufficient  to 
sterilise  a  room  of  1,000  cubic  feet. 

The  Phenols. — These  are  obtained  by  the 
distillation  of  coal  tar  and  include  phenol 
and  the  cresols.  Soap  emulsions  of  the 
latter  are  sold  as  lysol,  Izal  and  Cyllin. 
Chlorination  of  the  phenols,  cresols  and 
xylenols  increases  the  bactericidal  power. 
These  are  the  active  constituents  of  a  new 
class  of  antiseptics,  the  prototype  of  which 
is  Dettol.  Dimol,  which  is  used  as  an 
internal  antiseptic,  is  dimethylmethoxyphe- 
nol.  The  bactericidal  action  of  resorcinol, 
a  dihydric  phenol,  is  increased  considerably 
by  the  introduction  of  alkyl  groups.  The 
most  potent  derivative  is  hexylresorcinol, 
which  has  been  used  extensively  as  a  dis- 
infectant for  mucous  membranes. 

Dyes. — A  number  of  dyes  have  recently 
been  found  to  be  strong  antiseptics. 
Among  the  most  powerful  are  brilliant 
green,  gentian  violet  (crystal  violet)  and 
methylene  blue,  which  have  been  used  as 
wound  antiseptics.  The  acridine  dyes — - 
acrifiavine,  euflavine,  proflavine  and  rivanol 
— are  far  less  toxic  and  better  tolerated  by 
the  tissues.  They  have  been  used  in  a 
variety  of  conditions  ranging  from  wound 
disinfection  to  the  treatment  of  local  infec- 
tions of  the  skin,  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat.

While  business  in  the  London  markets 
has  been  steady  throughout  the  week,  the 
total  volume  of  trade  has  been  rather 
disappointing.

Paracelsus  and  Browning 

Sir, — Will  you  permit  me  to  make  a  few 
•3rds  of  comment  upon  "Xrayser's" 
i'Servations  on  the  above  (C.  (sy  D., 
ovember  22,  p.  228)  ?  It  must  be  admitted 
iat  the  accounts  we  have  of  the  life  and 
ork  of  Paracelsus  are  far  from  satisfactory 

many  respects  ;  but  it  is  understandable 
at  this  is  the  case  inasmuch  as  he  and  his 
periences  as  well  as  his  writings  make 
rong  appeal  not  only  to  the  medical 
culty,  but  to  the  chemists  and,  perhaps 
)ove  all,  to  the  lovers  of  the  occult.  As  is 
all  known,  it  is  not  a  century  ago  since, 
I  account  of  what  was  considered  his 
rgon,  he  was  accounted  to  be  something 

a  mountebank.  This  is  probably  why 
Xrayser"  has  found  it  difficult  to  meet 
ith  "an  adequate  study"  of  him.  Para- 
isus  has  had  a  peculiar  interest  for  me 
jrhaps  because  it  is  now  the  fashion  to 
itronise  his  memory  with  some  phrase 
dicating  an  acquaintance  with  him  and 


his  iconoclastic  adventures.  However  that 
may  be  it  has  brought  within  my  notice  a 
few  books  dealing  with  him  in  respect  of 
not  only  his  life — but  also  of  the  effects 
of  his  teachings  upon  medicine,  chemistry 
and  philosophy.  Therefore  I  venture  to  ask 
your  contributor  if  he  has  become  acquainted 
with  the  late  Professor  J.  Maxson  Stillman's 
(of  the  Stamford  University  of  California) 
"  Paracelsus — His  Personality  and  Influence 
as  Physician,  Chemist  and  Reformer"?  It 
contains  a  good,  although  restricted,  biblio- 
graphy. It  is  published  by  the  Open  Court 
Company.  Professor  Stillman  further  dealt 
with  the  contributions  made  by  Paracelsus 
to  chemistry  in  his  "The  Story  of  Early 
Chemistry"  published  in  1924.  "Xrayser" 
is  rather  hard  upon  Browning  for  what  he 
calls  his  poor  opinion  of  chemistry.  May  I 
commend  to  his  notice  Lee  and  Locock's 
"Browning's  Paracelsus,"  the  introduction 
to  which  is  a  much  more  sympathetic 
appreciation  of  Browning's  study  than  he 
himself  feels  inclined  to  offer.  The  poet  was 
only  twenty-three  years  old,  and  the  authors 
of  the  volume  I  commend  say  that  Brown- 
ing's father  must  have  been  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  young  poet's  undertaking  it — 
with  the  advantage  that  the  works  of 
Paracelsus  were  in  the  Browning  library.

Increased  Interest  in  N.H.I. 

Sir, — It  is  gratifying  to  see,  by  recent 
correspondence  in  the  C.  6-  D.,  that  phar- 
macists are  taking  an  interest  in  the  subject 
of  revision  of  National  Health  Insurance 
remuneration.  May  I  suggest  that  those 
who  feel  the  time  has  come  for  considerable 
increases  in  N.H.I,  dispensing  fees,  etc., 
should  call  upon  their  local  Branch  officials 
to  convene  meetings  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  this  topic  ?  I  would  remind 
readers  of  the  proposals  of  the  Bath  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
(C.  (S-  D.,  October  11,  p.  53),  which  have 
been  circulated  to  all  N.P.U.  branch  secre- 
taries requesting  them  to  call  meetings  and 
send  similar  resolutions  to  the  N.P.U. 
Executive.  An  alternative  method  of 
remuneration  was  suggested  in  the  admir- 
able editorial  article  (C.  D.,  November  8, 
pp.  176-177)  proposing  a  capitation  fee 
which,  provided  it  be  adequate,  should  meet 
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the  situation.  Branches  must,  however, 
take  the  initiative  and  send  their  demands 
to  N.P.U.  headquarters,  so  that  the  repre- 
sentatives thereof  are  armed  with  sufficient 
evidence  to  prove  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
that  the  great  majority  of  pharmacists  are 
behind  the  application  made  on  their 
behalf.  There  is  no  time  to  lose,  so  that 
chemists  everywhere  should  see  that  their 
Branch  takes  immediate  action.

How  to  Save  Paper 

Sir, — Most  chemists  will  by  this  time 
have  turned  over  to  their  local  authorities 
all  the  waste  paper  they  can  muster.  The 
problem  of  saving  paper,  however,  goes 
much  further  than  the  mere  turning  out  of 
old  showcards,  packing,  etc.,  and  can  only 
be  solved  by  a  daily  application  of  the 
strictest  economy  in  the  use  of  this  valuable 
material.  Here  are  a  few  useful  "tips." 
Go  round  your  shelves  and  remove  all 
unnecessary  cartons,  fold  them  flat  and  hand 
them  over  for  re-pulping.  Use  a  slate 
instead  of  a  day  book.  Change  labels  on 
customers'  bottles  when  dispensing  repeat 
prescriptions  only  when  necessary.  Don't 
remove  labels  by  scraping.  Soak  them  off 
in  warm  water  and  put  them  out  to  dry 
for  salvage.  Have  a  look  in  your  label 
drawer.  You  may  find  quite  a  number  of 
obsolete  labels.  Turn  them  out.  Out-of-date 
invoices  and  price  lists  are  valuable — to  the 
pulping  mills.

Sir, — Your  article  headed  "The  Paper 
Chase"  (C.  6-  D.,  November  22,  p.  245) 
prompts  me  to  voice  the  feeling  many 
members  of  the  public  have  that  econonry, 
like  charity,  should  "begin  at  home,"  and 
that  many  of  the  official  forms  and  circulars 
now  showered  on  us  could  very  well  be  done 
without.  An  example  occurs  to  me.  A  few 
weeks  ago  instructions  were  issued  on  the 
method  to  be  pursued  in  calling-up  un- 
qualified women  employees  (C.  6-  D., 
October  11,  p.  44),  the  process  involving 
nine  different  steps  in  the  communications 
between  the  employer  and  the  appropriate 
committees.  By  the  usual  official  methods 
each  reference  must  doubtless  be  accom- 
panied by  the  filling-up  of  forms.  Could 
not  the  reservation  of  a  female  employee 
be  decided  by  one  application,  or  by  a 
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general  ruling  so  that  an  employer  coulci 
make  a  signed  statement  that  his  employee 
came  within  the  exemption  ?  Anothei 
section  of  the  new  Order  forbids  the  us( 
of  any  existing  stocks  of  bags,  wrapping;' 
or  parcel  labels,  and  the  suggestion  is  made 
that  these  should  be  surrendered  for  re 
pulping.  Most  retailers,  when  ordering 
supplies  of  bags  and  wrappers,  order  them 
to  be  printed  with  name  and  address,  andi 
this  entails  an  extra  cost  for  printing.  Isy 
it  really  suggested  that  this  printed  matteii 
should  be  sent  in  for  re-pulping,  and  if  the! 
retailer  did  surrender  it,  would  he  receive! 
any  compensation,  or  would  it  be  taken  as! 
a  gift  and  himself  be  expected  to  bear  the 
loss  ?  Amongst  other  paper  documents! 
which  accumulate  are  receipts,  to  be  valid 
as  proof  of  payment  in  case  of  any  further 
claim.  These  are  supposed  to  be  kept  for 
a  period  of  years.  The  chemist  no  longer 
has  to  keep  N.H.I,  scripts,  as  these  are  sent 
to  the  pricing  bureau  each  month,  but 
D.D.A.  and  fourth-schedule  prescriptions 
for  private  customers  have  to  be  filed  for 
two  years,  while  prescription  books  are 
kept  permanently,  and  form  part  of  the 
goodwill  of  the  business.

Goods  Without  Invoice 

Sir,— "Nihil  Obstet"  (C.  6^  D.,  Novem- 
ber 22,  p.  259)  suggests  that,  when  the 
retail  price  for  an  article  cannot  be  fixed 
because  the  invoice  has  not  arrived,  a 
provisional  price  should  be  charged  and 
the  customer  given  a  receipt  marked 
appropriately.  This  is  certainly  one  way 
of  avoiding  the  risk  of  a  prosecution,  but 
where  is  the  customer  who  will  agree  to  pay 
the  provisional  price  on  the  understanding 
to  make  a  supplementary  payment  if  the 
amount  proves  to  be  an  undercharge?  If 
the  customer  should  become  aware  of  this, 
as  through  a  friend  or  by  inquiring  else- 
where, he  may  refrain  from  coming  back. 
Or  if  he  comes  back  and  is  asked  for  the 
difference,  he  may  refuse  to  pay.  In  this 
event  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  payment  of 
the  extra  amount  could  be  enforced,  as 
enforcement  might  cost  more  than  the  sum 
involved.  "Ossian"  gives  an  instance  of 
new  prices  by  which  the  chemist  loses  nine- 
pence  a  dozen  on  the  selling  price.  There 
is  only  one  thing  chemists  can  do,  and  that 
is  to  devote  all  their  energy  to  the  sale  of 
C.F.  lines  and  their  own  pack.
